ABOKTIVJS ATTEMPTS. 


Tho Enterprise in reply to an aitiole in 


the JocriiSAL of last Saturday upon a Con- 
stitutional Convention, says: 


The only valid reason against remedying 


such defects as require remedy, by amend- 
ment, was the uncertainty heretofore at- 
tending any effort in tbat direction, 
AVe 


believed that our Legislature sboald be 
able to Buboiit amendments to the people 
in a constitutional manner, but could not 
deny the taut tbat there hud been an exas- 
perating series ot 
failures. 
We could 


blame nobody for doubting the promise of 
better success in the future, and on that 
account were cot n"t at all fixed in opinion 
against a convention. 


Wo ottn imagine nothing that has since 


occurred to remove the Enterprise's doiibt 
concerning the uncertainty of the necessary 
relief being afforded by legislative amend- 
ments, unless it be the late decision of the 
Supreme Court opon those ratified by the 
people at the special election in 1889. 
Amendments have to be adopted in sume 
shape bc-Eore they can bo submitted to the 
Courts for their decision, and although 
attempts have been mads at every session 
of the Legislature for more than twenty 
years those of 1889 were the first that ever 
reached a stage -wboro they could be sub- 
jected, to judicial test. All previous at- 
tempts failed before the matxuing of the 
proposed amendments to a condition to be 
passed upon by the people or a judicial 
body, as would undoubtedly have been the 
fate of the few that are now a part of the 
fitndamental law, but for the eagerness and 
zeal displayed by the lottery men to push 
through their gambling scheme. A few 
amendments of minor importance, as the 
result of twenty jours' effort in that direc- 
tion, appear to us a very slim basis upon 
•which to build hopes for the future. 
The 


Enterprise makes the mistake of basing its 
judgment upon the exception in this cuse, 
instead of the rule. It furthermore fuils to 
allude to the fact shown by the JOUBNAL 
that even if practicable at all, it would 
require four years to accomplish by the 
amendment plan what could be done in 
six mouths, by calling a convention. 


We are surprised that the Enterprise baa 


cover heard of the communistic argument 
being advanced in opposition to a conven- 
tion as it has been strongly urged by per- 
sons cloae to it in. social, political and bus- 
iness relations. In fact it has been, per- 
sistently argued before the Board of Trade 
find we fear with considerable effect upon 
a few of the members of (hat body. But 
the masses of the people will not be so 
easily scared. They understand the sit 
lien and realize tbe uacessity for prompt, 
thorough and efficient action, 
They are 


sick and tired of waning for the 
relief 


which nevtr materializes from legislative 
action, and they will take the matter into 
their own hands and ava\] themselves of the 
means afforded them of securing such con- 
stitutional changes as experience has shown 
them cannot be effected in any other way 
than through the agency of a convention 
called for that espeuial purpose.

That State seems to be the 
silver State. Not that it produces more of 
ihat precious material than does Colorado, 
but is is all that it doss produce. And 
judging from 'the poor progress 'Nevada 
Lias made, vre conclude that silver will 
never build up a great State by itself. 
That State from 1880 to 1890 increased 
but 9,000 people. Denver alone in that 
time jumped forward nearly 8.0,000. 


Remarking upon what has been shown 


by the centrus returns, says the Boston 
Herald—that orgin of blue bellies and 
baked beans: "Nevada is uot fit to be a 
State in this Union now, and, what in 
worse, it probably never will be. The only 
remedy for this unfortunate state of affairs 
is in either annexing it to some other State, 
or increasing its area by inducing nnme 
Western Territory to unite with i!.
